The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
Bobby Denham, Stephen Johnson, and Ralph Webb met and reviewed the above 
case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Law Enforcement officers may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense 
of others only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is 
about to be inflicted upon themselves or others. 


FINDINGS: 


A Lakewood Sheriff's Station deputy was driving east in the 9400 block of Alondra 
Boulevard, in the City of Bellflower, when he observed a male Black (Suspect 
Tony Francis) punching a male Hispanic (Witness) about his face and chest area. 
Suspect Francis and the witness were on the north sidewalk, just east of "Alondra 
Tires,” located at Alondra Boulevard. 


EFRC -2- January 10, 2014 


Deputy Cosio saw the suspect take the witness' gold chain from around his neck. 
The suspect looked in the direction of the deputy's distinctively marked black and 
white patrol car, grabbed his waistband with his right hand, and ran west on the 
north sidewalk. The deputy thought the suspect was holding onto a handgun in 
his waistband. The deputy saw the suspect throw the witness' gold chain over 
the fence at Alondra Tires, as he continued to run west past the tire shop. 


The deputy drove in reverse, made a U-turn, and drove west on Alondra 
Boulevard. He saw the suspect was still holding his waistband with his right 
hand. The deputy watched as the suspect removed a black colored, zippered 
“hoodie” with his left hand, then switched hands on his waistband and discarded 
the hoodie. The suspect switched his right hand to his waistband and continued 
to run west. 


The deputy requested assistance over his handheld radio and followed the 
suspect in his patrol car. The suspect turned north onto the concrete driveway of 
the business exes located а Flora vista Street. The deputy 
continued to follow the suspect as he drove his patrol car north on the concrete 
driveway. The suspect looked back at the deputy's patrol car several times as he 
ran away from him. The suspect was still holding his waistband with his right 
hand. 


The suspect ran north on a dirt/gravel driveway behind the business office, 
toward the rear storage yard area of the business. The suspect turned west 
behind a storage shed located near the rear of the yard. Because the deputy 
was driving on dirt/gravel, he was unable to stop his patrol car, and he crashed 
into a cinder block wall along the north property line at the rear of the storage 
yard area. The speed of the deputy's patrol car was enough to break through the 
block wall; however, the patrol car's air bags did not deploy. 


Once his patrol car stopped, the deputy saw the suspect standing on a yellow 
piece of roofing equipment adjacent to the north wall, approximately five yards 
northwest of him. The suspect was still holding his waistband with his right hand 
and he was surprised the suspect had not jumped over the block wall and 
continued his escape. The suspect never reached out with his hands in an 
attempt to grab the wall to climb over. Instead, the deputy saw the suspect blade 
his body to the right, in the direction of where the deputy's patrol car came to 
rest. 


The deputy believed he was exposed and in a position of disadvantage as his 
patrol car was disabled due to the crash. Because the suspect did not continue 
his flight and appeared to be turning in the deputy's direction while still holding 
his waistband with his right hand, the deputy believed the suspect was armed 
and was about to take out a firearm from his waistband. 
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The deputy feared the suspect was about to shoot and kill him, as he (deputy) 
felt he was trapped inside of his patrol car. The deputy repositioned himself 
inside of his patrol car and drew his department issued handgun. The deputy 
again repositioned himself inside of his patrol car and pointed his handgun at the 
suspect, while yelling at him, "Stop, Don't do it!" and "Get on the ground." The 
suspect failed to comply with his commands and the deputy feared he was about 
to be shot and killed by the suspect. The deputy fired six rounds from his 
handgun and the suspect fell to the ground in the area between the yellow piece 
of roofing equipment and the north cinder block wall. 


The deputy advised Lakewood Sheriff's Station Patrol Units that he had been 
involved in a shooting, and the suspect was down. He continued to detain the 
suspect at gunpoint until assisting patrol cars arrived. The area was contained, 
and the crime scene was secured. Paramedics from Los Angeles County Fire 
responded and treated the suspect. Under the direction of the Emergency Room 
Doctor from Long Beach Memorial Hospital, the suspect was pronounced 
deceased. 


The EFRC determined the force used against the suspect was within Department 
policy. The EFRC also determined the tactics used were within Department 
policy. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The ЕЕВС recommended Deputy Sergio Cosio Hl attend the eight-hour 
Emergency Vehicle Operation Center Update training. Additionally, the EFRC 
recommended Deputy Cosio research similar departmental shootings and 
conduct officer safety briefings at the station. 


Lastly, the EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Merrill E. 


Ladenheim, conduct a tactical debriefing regarding the unique circumstances of 
this incident.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the August 24, 2012, fatal shooting of Tony Louis Frances, Jr. by 

Los Angeles Sheriff's Department Deputy Sergio Cosio. We find that Deputy Cosio acted lawfully 
in self-defense and in an attempt to arrest a dangerous felon. 


The District Attorney’s Command Center was notified of the shooting on August 24, 2012 at 
approximately 3:17 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comi rised of Deputy District 
Attorney Renee Chang and District Attorney Senior Investigator И responded and was 
given a briefing of the circumstances and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Detective Frank Salerno, LASD Homicide Bureau. 
The voluntary statement of Deputy Cosio was considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On August 24, 2012, at approximately 2:30 p.m. MEN was standing on the sidewalk on 
Alondra Boulevard in the City of Bellflower." He observed a blue vehicle come to a stop 
approximately five car lengths away from where he was standing. Tony Frances exited the 
passenger side of the blue vehicle holding a white cell phone to his ear. Frances began walking on 
the sidewalk toward I]. When he reached Frances reached out with his right hand 
and grabbed a gold chain that M was wearing around his neck. Ш struggled with 
Frances. Frances pulled on the chain two to three times before it broke. As Frances and | e] 


ld dropped off his car at a nearby tire shop. He was waiting for his tires to be changed. 
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continued to fight, Ш fell to the ground as Frances punched him in the face and upper chest? 
Frances’ cell phone fell to the ground and broke into several pieces. 


At that time, LASD Deputy Sergio Cosio was on patrol in a marked police vehicle. He was driving 
on Alondra Boulevard when he observed Frances punching ed yanking the gold chain 
from Meck. Frances turned toward the patrol vehicle, made eye contact with Cosio, 
picked up his cell phone, and began running along the sidewalk as he held his waistband with his 
tight hand. As Cosio tumed his patrol vehicle around to follow Frances, Frances threw the gold 
chain onto the ground? He also removed the sweatshirt he was wearing and threw it to the ground. 
While removing his sweatshirt, he used only his left hand, keeping his right hand concealed at his 
waistband. 


Frances ran down a dirt and gravel driveway of a roofing business. The narrow driveway ended 
behind the business at a five-foot high cinder block wall. There was machinery and debris against 
the wall next to the driveway. Cosio followed in his patrol vehicle. When he saw that the driveway 
ended, Cosio attempted to stop his vehicle. The vehicle slid and its front end collided with the wall. 


Frances climbed onto a piece of machinery that was next to the wall. The machinery had a flat 
platform surface. As Frances stood on the platform, he was approximately five feet away from 
Cosio's driver's side door. Frances did not attempt to climb over the cinder block wall. Instead, he 
began to “blade” his body toward Cosio, raising his right elbow and hand from his waist area. 
Cosio, who was unable to open his door at that moment because of the collision, was trapped in his 
vehicle^ Cosio ordered Frances to stop and get on the ground. Frances did not comply and 
continued to turn toward Cosio. In fear for his life, Cosio fired six rounds from his service weapon 
through his driver's door window at Frances, striking him in the head, right arm, torso, and right 
leg? Frances fell to the ground, motionless, wedged between the machinery and the wall. 


Los Angeles County Fire Department paramedics arrived, examined Frances, and telephonically 
consulted with Dr. Sebastian from Long Beach Memorial Hospital. Via telephone, Dr. Sebastian 
pronounced Frances dead at the scene. 


Deputy Medical Examiner Ogbonna Chinwah, M.D., performed the autopsy on Frances on August 
27,2011. Frances suffered six gunshot wounds to his right ear, right arm, right side of his chest, 
and right thigh. Blood samples taken from Frances during the autopsy were analyzed and 
determined to contain marijuana. Dr. Chinwah determined the cause of death to be from multiple 
gunshot wounds.

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LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense or defense of others actually 
and reasonably believed that he was in danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. Randle 
(2005) 35 Cal.4th 987, 994 (overruled on another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4 
1172, 1201); People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal.App.2d 153, 161. à 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably ` 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. CALCRIM No. 3470. 


“Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety." People v. Collins (1961) 
189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective ofa 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight....The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving — about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.” Graham v. Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


California law also permits the use of deadly force by police officers when necessary to affect 
the arrest of a person who has committed a forcible and atrocious felony which threatens death or 
serious bodily harm. People v. Ceballos (1974) 12 Cal.3d 470. Forcible and atrocious crimes 

are those crimes whose character and manner reasonably create a fear of death or serious bodily | 
injury. Ceballos, supra, 12 Cal.3d at 479. The following crimes have been deemed forcible and 
atrocious as a matter of law: murder, mayhem, rape, and robbery. Id. at 478. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined shows that Deputy Cosio witnessed Frances committing a robbery, a 
forcible and atrocious crime. When Cosio attempted to stop him, Frances ran in the opposite 
direction, holding his waistband with his right hand. After Cosio drove down the driveway and 
collided with the cinderblock wall, he was trapped in his patrol vehicle. When Cosio saw Frances 
standing on a piece of machinery, he was surprised that Frances did not attempt to jump over the 
wall. Instead, Frances began to turn his body in Cosio’s direction. Cosio, trapped in the driver's 
seat of his vehicle, ordered Frances to stop and get on the ground. Frances did not comply and 
continued to turn toward Cosio. Because Cosio had witnessed Frances committing a robbery and 
running while holding his hand concealed in his front waistband area, Cosio believed that Frances 
was armed. In fear for his life and in an attempt to apprehend a fleeing felon, Cosio responded with 
deadly force.

We find that Deputy Cosio acted in lawful self-defense and in an attempt to apprehend a dangerous | 
fleeing felon when he used deadly force against Tony Louis Frances, Jr. Therefore, we are closing | 
out file and will take no further action in this matter. |

OPENING STATEMENT 


On Friday, August 24, 2012, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators Sergeants Slade 
Carrizosa, Jeffrey Hamil, and Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan responded to г Flora 
Vista Street, Bellflower in regard to a Deputy Involved Hit-Shooting. Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators, the District Attorney's Office, and the Office of Independent 
Review were given a briefing by Homicide Bureau. 


SYNOPSIS 


On Friday August 24, 2012, Lakewood Sheriff's Station Deputy Sergio Cosio was 

driving east in the 9400 block of Alondra Boulevard, in the City of Bellflower, when he 

observed a male Black (Suspect Tony Francis) punching a male Hispanic (Witness 
about his face and chest area. Suspect Francis and Witness 

were on the north sidewalk, just east of “Alondra Tires,” located at г Alondra 

Boulevard. 


Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis forcibly take Witness Г gold chain from 

around his neck. Suspect Francis looked in the direction of Deputy Cosio’s distinctively 

marked black and white patrol car, grabbed his waistband with his right hand, and ran 

west on the north sidewalk. Deputy Cosio thought Suspect Francis was holding onto a 

handgun in his waistband. Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis throw Witness MIN 

gold chain over the fence at Alondra Tires, as he continued to run west past the tire 

shop. |

Deputy Cosio drove in reverse, made a U-turn, and drove west on Alondra Boulevard. 
Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis still holding his waistband with his right hand. 
Deputy Cosio watched as Suspect Francis removed a black colored, zippered "hoodie" 
with his left hand. Suspect Francis then switched hands on his waistband and 
discarded the hoodie. Suspect Francis switched his right hand to his waistband and 
continued to run west.

Suspect Francis turned west behind a 
storage shed located near the rear of the yard. Because Deputy Cosio was driving on 
dirt / gravel, he was unable to stop his patrol car, and he crashed into a cinder block 
wall along the north property line at the rear of the storage yard area. The speed of 
Deputy Cosio's patrol car was enough to break through the block wall, however the 
patrol car’s air bags did not deploy. For additional information regarding the collision 
see the Supervisor's Report of Damage to County Vehicle, which is included with this 
case book in Miscellaneous Documents. 


Once his patrol car stopped, Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis standing on a yellow 
piece of roofing equipment adjacent to the north wall, approximately five yards 
northwest of him. Suspect Francis was still holding his waistband with his right hand. 
Deputy Cosio was surprised Suspect Francis had not jumped over the block wall and 
continued his escape. Suspect Francis never reached out with his hands in an attempt 
to grab the wall to climb over. Instead, Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis blade his 
body to the right, in the direction of where Deputy Cosio’s patrol car came to rest. 


Deputy Cosio believed he was exposed and in a position of disadvantage as his patrol 
car was disabled due to the crash. Because Suspect Francis did not continue his flight 
and appeared to be turning in Deputy Cosio's direction while still holding his waistband 
with his right hand, Deputy Cosio believed Suspect Francis was armed and was about 
to take out a firearm from his waistband. Deputy Cosio feared Suspect Francis was 
about to shoot and kill him, as he (Deputy Cosio) felt he was trapped inside of his patrol 
car. 


Deputy Cosio repositioned himself inside of his patrol car and drew his department 
issued handgun. Deputy Cosio again repositioned himself inside of his patrol car and 
pointed his handgun at Suspect Francis, while yelling at him, "Stop, Don't do it!” and 
"Get on the ground." 
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Suspect Francis failed to comply with his commands, Deputy Cosio feared he was 
about to be shot and killed by Suspect Francis. Deputy Cosio fired six rounds from his 
handgun at Suspect Francis. Suspect Francis fell to the ground in the area between the 
yellow piece of equipment and the north cinder block wall. Deputy Cosio exited 
his car and continued to order Suspect Francis to remain on the ground and not to 
move. 


While he moved to the rear quarter panel of his patrol car, Deputy Cosio advised 
Lakewood Sheriff's Station Patrol Units that he had been involved in a shooting, and the 
suspect was down. Deputy Cosio continued to detain Suspect Francis at gunpoint until 
assisting patrol cars arrived. The area was contained, and the crime scene was 
secured. 


Paramedics from Squad 45, under the command of Captain Amador from Los Angeles 
County Fire Engine 98, responded and treated Suspect Francis. Under the direction of 
Emergency Room Doctor Sebastian, from Long Beach Memorial Hospital, Captain 
Amador pronounced Suspect Francis deceased at 1435 hours. 


The Deputy-Involved Hit-Shooting incident was investigated and documented by 
Homicide detectives. Internal Affairs Bureau received the completed Homicide 
Investigation Book, on March 5, 2013. The Homicide Investigation Book is included 
with this investigation as Exhibit A. 


IAB Note: On June 21, 2013, the Sheriff's Department received the 
Letter of Opinion from the District Attorney's Office. The 
District Attorney concluded that Deputy Cosio acted 
lawfully and in self-defense. For further, see the letter of 
opinion included with this case in Exhibit D.

for any potential witnesses. Several witnesses were identified as seeing the altercation 

between Suspect Francis and Witness Г prior to the shooting. Only one witness, 
witnessed the shooting.

Suspect Francis sustained six gunshot wounds to his body. For a complete description 
of the gunshot wounds and their locations, see the Los Angeles County Corner Autopsy 
Report that is included with this investigation in Exhibit A, pages 118-142.

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PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


Deputy Cosio's six 9MM Luger expended bullet casings were recovered from the 
shooting scene. One expended casing was recovered from the sill of the driver's door 
window of Deputy Cosio's patrol car. Two expended casings were recovered from the 
ground west of Deputy Cosio's patrol car. One expended casing was recovered from 
the windshield wiper well of Deputy Cosio's patrol car. Two expended casings were 
recovered in the debris from the broken wall north of Deputy Cosio's patrol car.

INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS 


Upon the investigators' arrival they learned there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events 
which culminated in a Deputy-Involved, Hit-Shooting involving Deputy Sergio Cosio. 
Deputy Cosio was a uniformed patrol deputy. 


IAB Note: IAB Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan checked to see that the 
Watch Commander, Lieutenant Alicia Malone took 
reasonable steps to ensure the involved deputy did not 
discuss the incident with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, IAB 
Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan checked to see if the Watch 
Commander attempted to have the involved deputy gather in 
the company of a supervisor until he provided a statement to 
the assigned investigators. 


The criminal investigation was handled by Homicide Bureau Detectives Ronald Duval 
and Frank Salerno. They documented their actions and findings on Supplemental 
reports in Exhibit A, pages 52-74. The crime scene investigation was handled by 
Homicide Detectives Steve Blagg and Louie Aguilera. They entered the crime scene 
with Sheriff s Crime Lab Personnel. They documented their actions and findings on 
Supplemental Reports in Exhibit A, pages 44-51. 


IAB Note: Aerial photographs and crime scene photographs are 
included in this case book as Exhibit B. Sheriffs Crime Lab 
collected the evidence from the crime scene.

On October 25, 2013, the Los Angeles District Attorney declined to file the charge of 
robbery (211 PC) against НИ See Charge Evaluation Worksheet included 
with this investigation in Miscellaneous Documents. 


REVIEW OF RADIO TRAFFIC 


The radio traffic starts at 1411 hours on August 24, 2012. At the beginning of the radio, 
Deputy Cosio can be heard saying “Give me the patch.” Sheriffs Communication 
Center (SCC) dispatcher started to communicate an unrelated emergent call, covering 
Deputy Cosio's radio traffic for approximately 5 seconds. At the end of the 5 seconds 
Deputy Cosio can be heard stating a location of "Stevens and Alondra." The SCC 
dispatcher identifies the unit transmitting as, 133B (Deputy Cosio) and asked the unit if 
he has radio traffic. After getting no response from unit 133B, SCC asked if there was a 
unit with emergent traffic. 


IAB Note: The "Patch" is a frequency that allows units to communicate 
emergent radio traffic directly to assisting units. 


Approximately 9 seconds later Deputy Cosio can be heard again requesting the patch. 
SCC acknowledged the request for the patch and told Unit 133B to go ahead. After 
getting no response from Unit 133B the SCC dispatcher broadcasted the location of 
"Stevens and Alondra" as a possible location, and requested units to respond Code-3 to 
that location. The SCC dispatcher again attempted to get Unit 133B to acknowledge 
the radio, and received no response. After approximately 35 seconds, Unit 133B again 
requested the patch and was advised by the SCC dispatcher he was on the patch, and 
to go ahead with his radio traffic. 


After approximately 11 seconds, Deputy Cosio advised he was involved in a "998" at 
Flora Vista and Alondra to the rear of a business. Deputy Cosio advised the suspect 
was a robbery suspect, and he was down at the location. Deputy Cosio requested units 
to respond and contact the robbery victim. The radio traffic continues with Deputy 
Cosio requesting paramedics and advising there were no outstanding suspects. 
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A copy of the radio traffic is included with this investigation as Exhibit C.

PROPERTY DAMAGES 

Approximately a 12' section of a 5' high cinder block wall located on the north property 
line of Flora Vista Street was knocked down when Deputy Cosio's patrol car 
collided into the wall. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STAMENT 


Deputy Sergio Cosio was interviewed on October 5, 2013, at 1030 hours by Sergeants 
Slade Carrizosa and Justin Diez of Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Cosio was represented by Dale Nowicki, 
Attorney from the Law Office of Green & Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded 
and transcribed. The following is a summary of the incident from information from 
Deputy Cosio's Homicide and Internal Affairs interviews. 


On August 24, 2012, Deputy Cosio was assigned to Lakewood Station, and was 
working Unit 133B, a one person day shift patrol unit in the City of Bellflower. At 
approximately 1400 hours he was driving east on Alondra Boulevard and saw two 
males fighting on the north sidewalk in front of a clothing shop. Deputy Cosio described 
one of the males as a White or light skinned Hispanic (Witness MN and the other 
as a male Black (Suspect Francis). 


Deputy Cosio slowed his patrol car and started to drift into the center turn lane, still 
driving east on Alondra Boulevard. Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis striking Witness 
mn. the head and shoulders. Deputy Cosio started to get on his radio to request 
assistance regarding the fight he was witnessing. Simultaneously, Suspect Francis 
ripped a gold chain from Witness ІЫ neck. Deputy Cosio removed his seat belt, 
opened his driver's door, prepared to exit his patrol car, and ordered Suspect Francis to 
get on the ground. 


Suspect Francis turned and looked toward Deputy Cosio. Deputy Cosio requested the 
duplex patch and transmitted that he had a robbery in progress on Alondra Boulevard 
and Stevens Avenue. Deputy Cosio continued to slowly drive into the center turn lane 
and ordered Suspect Francis to get on the ground. Deputy Cosio stopped his patrol car 
west of Suspect Francis in the center turn lane. Suspect Francis made eye contact with 
Deputy Cosio and ran west on the north sidewalk of Alondra Boulevard toward and then 
past Deputy Cosio. The fact that Suspect Francis ran toward Deputy Cosio and then 
past him concerned Deputy Cosio, and made him think Suspect Francis had run from 
the police before and knew it took time for the police to turn their patrol cars around. 
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Deputy Cosio did not hear a response from the dispatcher regarding his request for the 
patch and did not believe his radio traffic transmitted. As Suspect Francis ran past 
Deputy Cosio west on Alondra Boulevard, Deputy Cosio activated his emergency lights, 
and put his patrol car in reverse. Deputy Cosio accelerated in reverse and made a 
reverse U-turn, what he described as a "J-hook," which caused his tires to leave skid 
marks on the street. The process of making the reverse U-turn caused Deputy Cosio to 
lose sight of Suspect Francis for a couple seconds. 


Once Deputy Cosio completed the turn he saw Suspect Francis was still running west 
on the north sidewalk of Alondra Boulevard. Suspect Francis stopped running, and 
turned his body to where Deputy Cosio could only see Suspect Francis' back. Deputy 
Cosio then saw Suspect Francis throw the gold chain through the wrought iron fence in 
front of Alondra Tire on the north side of Alondra Boulevard. 


Suspect Francis continued to run west on Alondra Boulevard, and took off his black 
sweatshirt. Suspect Francis only used his left arm / hand to remove his sweatshirt. 
Suspect Francis kept his right hand concealed at his front waist area while he removed 
his sweatshirt. Suspect Francis continued to run west with his right hand concealed at 
his front waistband area. Suspect Francis' actions coupled with Deputy Cosio's training 
and experience made Deputy Cosio believe Suspect Francis was possibly armed with a 
firearm. 


Deputy Cosio followed Suspect Francis who continued to run west on Alondra 
Boulevard. Deputy Cosio estimated he was approximately 20 yards behind Suspect 
Francis as he approached a driveway on the north side of Alondra Boulevard. Deputy 
Cosio believed this was the approximate time when he again requested the patch. 
Deputy Cosio did not hear the dispatcher acknowledge his request. Suspect Francis 
continued to run and turned north into the driveway Ei — Flora Vista Avenue. Deputy 
Cosio turned his patrol car north into the driveway and followed Suspect Francis, never 
losing sight of Suspect Francis. 


Suspect Francis continued to have his right hand concealed at his front waistband area 
as he ran north on the driveway. Suspect Francis ran to the rear (north) of the property 
and turned west behind a garage. At the moment Deputy Cosio lost sight of Suspect 
Francis he applied the brakes to stop his patrol car. Deputy Cosio was preparing to set 
up a containment for Suspect Francis, who he believed had already jumped the block 
wall. 


As Deputy Cosio applied the brakes he felt the anti-lock braking system engage. 
Deputy Cosio looked to his left, (west) and to his surprise Suspect Francis was still on 
his side of the block wall. Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis jump onto a yellow piece 
of machinery next to the block wall. Deputy Cosio believed Suspect Francis would 
reach up with his arms and climb over the wall, but he did not. Deputy Cosio was 
unable to stop his patrol car and collided with the concrete block wall. Deputy Cosio 
estimated Suspect Francis was now 5-10 yards west of his driver's door. 
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As Deputy Cosio's patrol car slid into the wall, Suspect Francis had his back to Deputy 
Cosio. Suspect Francis started to blade his body toward Deputy Cosio. Suspect 
Francis turned his body to the right, while pulling his right elbow and right hand up from 
his waist area. Deputy Cosio tried to open his door and was unable to get the door 
open. Deputy Cosio feared he was trapped inside in his car and feared for his life. 


IAB Note: The day prior to this shooting Deputy Cosio was the first 
deputy to arrive on scene where a suspect jumped into a 
lieutenant's car, physically assaulting the lieutenant. Deputy 
Cosio stated that incident was on his mind when he could 
not open his car door. For details regarding the incident see 
report number 912-15824-1335-058, which is included with 
this investigation in Miscellaneous Documents. 


Deputy Cosio pushed himself back in the driver's seat, which allowed him to draw his 
weapon. While drawing his weapon he yelled for Suspect Francis to, "Stop, get the fuck 
on the ground, stop" several times. Suspect Francis continued to turn toward Deputy 
Cosio. Deputy Cosio saw the back part of Suspect Francis's elbow and wrist. Deputy 
Cosio believed Suspect Francis had a gun and was about to shoot him. Fearing for his 
life, Deputy Cosio fired his duty weapon at Suspect Francis from inside his vehicle. 


Deputy Cosio drew his duty weapon with his right hand, brought the weapon to his left 
hand grasped his weapon with both hands, and began shooting. Deputy Cosio believed 
he initially fired two rounds at Suspect Francis' body. Suspect Francis continued to turn 
toward Deputy Cosio, and Deputy Cosio saw Suspect Francis' head and eyes. Deputy 
Cosio raised his weapon higher, and extended it further out the driver's window. Seeing 
Suspect Francis' head and eyes, Deputy Cosio believed Suspect Francis was still 
turning toward him. Deputy Cosio pointed his weapon at Suspect Francis' head and 
fired one more round. Suspect Francis fell forward between the block wall and the 
yellow piece of machinery. 


IAB Note: It was determined Deputy Cosio fired a total of six rounds. 
See Exhibit A, page 62. 


Deputy Cosio was able to reach out with his left hand and open his driver's door from 
the outside. As Deputy Cosio opened his car door he requested the patch, and did not 
hear a response from the dispatcher. Deputy Cosio turned his radio off and back on 
and again requested the patch. The dispatcher then advised Deputy Cosio he had 
been on the patch. While Deputy Cosio attempted to put out radio traffic he moved to 
the rear quarter panel of his patrol car for cover. Deputy Cosio then transmitted he was 
involved in a shooting at Flora Vista and Alondra Boulevard, and the suspect was down. 


Deputy Cosio held Suspect Francis at gunpoint and continued to give him commands 
until assisting units arrived and pulled Deputy Cosio away from the scene. 
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For Deputy Cosio's complete statements see his transcribed interviews that are 
included with this investigation.

She looked north down the driveway of Witness Ш business. She saw one police 
car had just pulled into the driveway and saw a second police car at the rear of the 
property. She saw a police officer standing just outside the open driver's door of the 
police car at the rear of the property. The officer was holding his firearm in his right 
hand with his arm extended. The officer looked in her direction, reached for his radio 
microphone and asked her for the address. She told him the address and when she 
turned around numerous additional police officers had already arrived. She was 
escorted away and did not see or hear anything further.
